For this reason, it is best lor both 
that they co-operate as fara.s pos- 
sible and make a fair division of 
the profits, paying tlie laborer for 
his toil and the capitalist for his 
services in running the business and 
for the use of his capital which if 
placed in a bank instead of a mill, 
a railroad or a factory would earn 
a fair amount of interest 
without 


calling for any effort on the part 
of the owner. 


It is true that combinations of 


capital are dangerous and that they 
must he restrained by law in order 
to protect Ihe people against greed, 
monopoly and profiteering. 
But at 


the same lime, it is all important 
that capital as well as labor be 
duly protected in the exercise, of 
alt its legitimate functions. 


It would be well if certain labor 


leaders who are continually assail- 
ing capital would learn to v:hat an 
extent all of us are dependent upon 
(he functions of capital for the rare 
opportunities of advancement which 
we now enjoy in (his republic.

In order to acquaint the public with the general telephone situation, and 


some ot the reasons for delay in completing new installations—chief among which 
is the difficulty of getting the numerous kinds of necessary material—we have 
prepared a series of announcements of which this Is the first. 


The General 


Telephone Situation 


The reason orders for new telephone service cannot be completed as 


promptly as in the past, and that some orders are delayed weeks or even 
months, is that we are trying to meet an abnormal demand for service with a 
sub-normal supply of the materials necessary to give service. 


It is not unnatural for persons moving into a house which formerly had 


telephone service to assume that, because of that fact, service to them is 
readily possible. 
For this mistaken assumption we ourselves are chiefly re- 


sponsible, because we used to talk about "renting" a telephone, and even 
bill subscribers for "monthly rental." Consequently the mind of the average 
subscriber is still focussed on the telephone instrument as ihe controlling fac- 
tor of telephone service. 


While the telephone instrument is indispensable, it is only one of more 


than a hundred essential parts of telephone equipment. 
Lacking any of 


these parts, a telephone switchboard would be as ineffective as an automobile 
without its carburetor. 


Some of these parts are made by ourselves; others by dozens of spe- 


cialty manufacturers in various parts of the country. We could increase pro- 
duction if we could get the raw materi al and the transportation. But with 
labor troubles in the wire-drawing mills came a shortage of the copper wire 


t necessary for cable and switchboards. 
Scarcity of paper caused almost a 


1 famine 
of the 
special kind 
of paper necessary 
for 
the 
insulation 


of 
these copper 
wires in the cables. 
And then came freight 
em- 


bargoes, 
following 
railroad 
labor 
troubles, so that for three weeks 


this summer 
one 
of the 
largest cable manufacturing plants in the 


country had to shut down because it could neither get the necessary raw ma- 
terial into its plant nor the much wanted finished product out of its plant 
and on its way to us. 


The desire of waiting customers for telephone service is not more keen 


than our desire to serve them at once. We want them to feel that we are 
earnestly trying to do this as rapidly and as fairly as possible.

It would be well if we could give a 


mathematical statement of the pro- 
portion which capital and labor con- 
tribute respectively to the finished 
faetorj- product in any particular 
case. 
All we can judge from is 


the relative 
work 
performed 
by 


each with a fair compensation for 
both. On this question we can only 
reach an approximate solution. 


Bulletin 102, part 5, issued by the 


Smithsonian 
Institution 
estimates 


that the amount of power actually 
in operation iu the United States is 
about 150,000,000 horsepower and 
second, that this power is equal to 
the 
labor 
of 3,000,000,000 hard 


working men. 


Jt is also estimated that the n:tm- 


ditions prevailing in countries in 
which there is no capital tp start 
industries, to organize greu,t enter- 
prises 
und employ 
tubor saving 


machinery. Chiim, Russia and oth- 
er countries, none of which has 
any semblance of industrial prosper- 
ity, arc examples oi what we 
loo 


would have if capital were banished. 


In Knssia capitalism even in its 


primitive form has been wiped out 
and now [he country has no or- 
ganization except ihe government to 
start 
up industries 
and 
provide 


work for the people. 
That system 


is bound to fail if results bo taken 
us the Kst. 


Capital and labor are necessary 


to ench other and neither can at- 
tain prosperity without the 
other. 


Kor this reason, it is best for both 
that they co-operate as far us pos- 
sible mid rnuke a fair division of 
the profits, paying the laborer for 
his toil and the capitalist for his 
services in running the business and 
for the use of his capital which if 
placed in a bunk instead of a mill 
u railroad or a factory would earn 
a fair amount of interest without, 
calling for any effort ou . the part 
of the owner. 


It is true that combinalions ol 


capital are dangerous and that the} 
must be restrained by law in order 
to protect the people against greed 
monopoly and profiteering. 
But a 


the same time, it is all imporlan 
thai capital as well as labor bi 
duly protected in the exercise of • 
all its legitimate functions. 


It would be well if certain labor 


leaders who are continually assail- 
ing capital would learn to what an 
extent all of us are dependent upon 
the functions of capital for the rare 
opportunities of advancement which 
we now enjoy in this republic.

It is 
it very grave charge to 


make against certain republican in- 
terests; but what they have done 
it! the past they may do again; 
and .Mr. Gompers may not be wholly 
astray when lie charges wilful and 
unnecessary curtailment for political 
effect. 


The warning has been given and 


from now unlil the end of the cam- 
paign, all cases of extended wage 
or work reduction will be subjected 
to the greatest scrutiny.

Telephone Situation 


The reason orders for new telephone service cannot be completed as 


promptly as in the past, and that some orders are delayed weeks or even 
months, is that we are .trying to meet an abnormal demand for service with a 
sub-normal supply of the materials necessary to give service. . 


It is not unnatural for persons moving into a house which formerly had 


telephone service to' assume that, because of that fact, service to them is 
readily possible. 
For this mistaken assumption we ourselves are chiefly re- 


sponsible, because we used to talk about "renting" a telephone, and even 
bill subscribers for "monthly rental." 
Consequently the mind of the average 


subscriber is still focussed on the telephone instrument as the controlling fac- ' 
tor of telephone service. 


While the telephone instrument is indispensable, it is only one of more 


than a hundred essential parls of telephone equipment. 
Lacking any of 


these parls, a telephone switchboard would be as ineffective as an automobile 
without its carburetor. 


Some of these parls are made by ourselves; others by dozens of spe- 


cialty manufacturers-in various parts of the country. We could increase pro- 
duction if we could get the raw materi al and the transportation. 
But with 


labor troubles in the wire-drawing mills came a shortage of the copper wire 
necessary for cable and switchboards. 
Scarcity of .paper caused almost a 


famine of ihe 
special kind 
of paper necessary for 
the 
insulation 


of 
these copper wires in the cables. 
And then came 
freight 
em- 


bargoes, 
following 
railroad 
labor 
troubles, so 
that for three weeks 


this summer 
one 
of 
the 
largest cable manufacturing plants in the 


country had to shut down because it could neither get the necessary raw ma- 
terial into its plant nor the much wanted finished product out of its plant 
and on its way to us. 


The desire of wailing customers for telephone service is not more keen 


than our desire to serve them at once. We want them to feel that we are 
earnestly trying to do this as rapidly and as fairly as possible.
